$200 million

WASHINGTON - The General 
Dynamics plant at Pomona will 
receive nearly $200 million during 
fiscal year 1977 in federal funds for 
weapons development projects 
underway there. 
According to Rep. Jim Lloyd, D- 
35th Dist., nearly af dozen weapons 
systems being developed at Pomona 
were included in the $30.2 billion 
military procurement bill approved 
by the House Armed Services Com­ 
mittee last week. 
Lloyd, a member of the commit­ 
tee, also disclosed that the commit­ 
tee decided to full-fund a major 
Pomona plant project — Phalanx. 
That represents a reversal of last 
year's action when the committee, 
worried about the effectiveness of 
the new gun, cut the project by near­ 
ly 50 per cent. 
General Dynamics will receive 
$38.8 million for research, develop­ 
ment and procurement of the Pha­ 
lanx project at Pomona during the 
next fiscal year, according to Lloyd. 


1 killed, 3 
missing in 
plant blast 


REDDING, Calif. (AP) - A fire 
and explosion ripped through one of 
the nation s major plywood plants to­ 
day, killing one person and injuring 
10 others. At least three persons 
were missing. 
Officials had said earlier that four 
persons were missing, but they 
declined to say whether the body 
found amid charred rubble was that 
of one of the persons they considered 
missing and possibly trapped inside 
the Novaply Divison of the U.S.

Fire-fighting officials said the 
blast and fire hurled sparks and 
flame hundreds of feet over this 
community about 230 miles north of 
San Francisco. The division employs 
142 persons.

TV execs debate new morality on tube 


CHICAGO (A P)—A new permissiveness on television 
has “taken the stag party . . . and put it in our living 
rooms, ” says a former chairman of the National Associa­ 
tion of Broadcasters television board. 
But the producer of three of TV’s most popular "new” 
shows — “ The Mary Tyler Moore Show,” "Phyllis” and 
"Rhoda” — says they reflect the real world and help 
viewers form their own opinions cm contemporary issues. 


Mike Shapiro, former chairman of the television board 
of the broadcasters organization, told industry represen­ 
tatives Monday that television is forcing "the new 
morality” on its viewers. 


Debating the subject at the NAB’s annual convention, 
Shapiro said the television script writer "who gets his 
ideas in the bathrooms of Hollywood ... is contributing to 
the unrest we re experiencing today.” 


Television is a family medium, he added, and the broad­ 
casting industry itself must draw the line at taste and de­ 
cency. 


But Ed Weinburger, executive producer of Mary Tyler 
Moore and other shows, countered that television has not 
created the new morality — a term often used to suggest 
rejection of traditional values - but "is in fact about 15 
years behind the new morals.” 


The larger issue, he said, is freedom of speech. The idea 
that television programming should "follow a particular 
party line, whether it is the family or the public interest 
line, is wrong ... I ’nrnot just talking about sex on televi­ 
sion I ’m talking about ideas and the control of ideas ” 
The public, he said, “ should have the right to decide, 
not a few censors in the name of decency or public 
morality.” 


Weinburger said the most popular shows on television 
"deal with real issues. We can’t hide from the real world 
... And I don’t think this society is going to get any better 
by sticking to shows like ‘Petticoat Junction 
Shapiro, who said Weinburger had confused censorship 
with public interest, maintained that by "showcasing this 
new permissiveness, a lot of just plain folks are being 
turned off. 
" I can’t sell myself that ‘Mary Hartman, Mary Hart­ 
man’ is in the public interest at 3:30 in the afternoon. We 
don’t have to resort to bathroom humor to get laughs." 
“ Mary Hartman, Mary Hartman,” a Norman Lear-pro­ 
duced soap opera parody, was syndicated after network 
television rejected the show because of its controversial 
subject matter. Although it met with considerable pop­ 
ularity, some stations airing the program in the afternoon 
have been barraged with complaints from angry parents. 
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Reagan, Wallace fight for 
survival in N.C. primary 


But Ford, Carter 
still favorites 


RA LEIG H , N .C .(A P) - For 
Ronald Reagan and George C. 
Wallace, today’s political strategy is 
simple: survive. 
Republican Reagan and Democrat 
Wallace find themselves in the same 
campaign quandary. They are in 
Southern, 
normally conservative, 
territory that once seemed politi­ 
cally hospitable — and yet they are 
braced for defeat. 
In measuring the impact of the 
North Carolina presidential primary 
election, the lot of the losers will be 
the key. 
President Ford said in advance 
that he expected to win today’s elec­ 
tion, which would be his sixth in a 
row. Anything less would be a 
serious setback for the Ford cam­ 
paign and a major lift that would 
give new life to Reagan s Republican 
challenge. 
Reagan now is forced to deal 
almost hourly with the suggestion 
that he may be quitting the race. He 
denies it. 
" I will simply declare now that 
regardless of the outcome of this 
primary, 1 am in this race to stay all 
the way to the convention in Kansas 
City,” he said in Raleigh on Monday 
as he wound up his North Carolina 
campaign. 
In the Dem ocratic prim ary, 
former Georgia Gov. Jimmy Carter 
was the favorite to win his third in a 
row over Wallace. Momentum is a 
key to the Carter campaign, par­ 
ticularly as he heads into New York, 
where Sen. Henry M Jackson of 
Washington is rated the likely leader 
in a primary two weeks from today. 
So Carter needs the win. A Wallace 
upset would stall him at a crucial 
point, as the primary competition 
shifts to big, Northern industrial 
states.

New York City pians to puli 
112,000 from Social Security 


NEW YORK (AP) - New York 
City has given formal notice that it 
plans to withdraw at least 112,000 
city employes from Social Security 
—the largest withdrawal in the four- 
uecade existence of the federal in­ 
surance program 
Mayer Abraham Beame on Mon­ 
day sent federal officials the 
required two years' notice of 
withdrawal — a move he said would 
save the city $200 million a year. He 
also urged quasi-independent city 
agencies like the Board of Education 
and Transit Authority, which em­ 


ploy another 138,000 municipal 
workers, to take similar action. 
Social Security officials here said 
they were concerned about the im­ 
pact of the withdrawal on city 
workers and its possible effect on the 
national system 
A number of local governments 
have dropped out of the Social 
Security system since 1959 or, like 
the state of Alaska, served notice of 
intention to do so. But the number of 
employes involved here is more than 
in ail the other withdrawals or plan­ 
ned withdrawals put together. 


The city ’s decision is not final until 
the two-year period ends March 31, 
1978, and Beame emphasized Mon­ 
day that the matter would be studied 
thoroughly, especially "the question 
of alternate means of providing dis­ 
ability insurance.” 
Municipal workers are already 
covered by their own retirement 
plan, but the city would have to ob­ 
tain alternate insurance for death 
and disability benefits that would be 
lost In addition, the city might have 
to negotiate a new retirement 
package for its workers

ASSEMBLYMAN BILL McVTTTIE, D-65th D ist, has 
introduced legislation aimed at relieving San Bernardino 
County taxpayers of some costs incurred for court cases 
involving inmates at state correctional institutions. 
When an inmate commits a crime inside a prison, the 
case goes to the local courts and all costs for investiga­ 
tion and prosecution are billed to the California Depart­ 
ment of Corrections for reimbursement, he explained. 
“ But state bureaucrats are demanding that all bills be 
submitted within six months from the date criminal 
proceedings are commenced. The costs frequently can t 
be ascertained within the deadline period, particularly if 
the case involves a lengthy trial or an appeal. 
“ And so when bills are not submitted within the six 
month time period, San Bernardino County taxpayers are 
left holding the bag,” said McVittie. 
Under the Upland legislator’s proposal, the county 
would have six months from the date of final adjudica­ 
tion in which to submit billings rather than six months 
from the start of the case. 


C LYD E STEPH EN S, a Republican candidate for the 
65th Assembly District seat, expressed opposition to 
Proposition 15, the state's nuclear power plant initiative, 
when speaking to members of the Pomona Valley 
Republican Women Federation recently. 
“ As an alternative source of energy, we need nuclear 
power plants to boost our sagging energy supply in 
California,” he declared “ We should encourage develop­ 
ment of these plants. Therefore, I urge opposition to 
Proposition 15, an initiative that would discourage 
development of the source of energy.” 


REP. JOHN ROUSSELOT, R-26th Dist., said he was op­ 
timistic about the nation's future economy course if 
Congress can be restrained from implementing the 
“ solutions” recommended in the Joint Economic Com­ 
mittee's annual economic report. 
“ The program suggested by the majority members of 
the committee requires more of the excessive spending 
and huge deficits which produced our recent bout with in­ 
flation and recession.” 
The legislator commended the $394.2 billion limit on 
federal spending recommended by President Gerald Ford 
for the coming fiscal year. 
“ The Administration ceiling will assist in producing in­ 
creased employment and renewed vitality in the private 
sector,” he said. “ It should be noted, however, that 
federal spending could and should be reduced to even 
lower levels. 
“ The President’s budget, even though it is better than 
other proposals, still carries a $43 billion deficit. I think 
we can do better than that by running a country on a 
balanced budget.”

Mo st peo ple do n’t do 
it.

Pomona City Council Monday 
night refused to consider a zone 
change for Hertz Transportation Co., 
located at 2460 N. Garey Ave., 
because the owner has not complied 
with city requirements in connection 
with the change. 


The council by unanimous vote 
removed the m atter from the 
agenda. The zone change, from 
residential to manufacturing, is 
necessary if the trucking business is 
to remain at the site. 


The council’s action will allow the 
city to force the business owner, 
Karl Hertz, to meet the conditions 
recommended by the Planning Com­ 
mission before granting final ap­ 
proval. 


Those conditions include the 
building of a block wall around the 
property and extensive landscaping 
to protect nearby homes from noise, 
fumes, dust and similar nuisances 
The council delayed action on a 
proposal to provide four lights in 
Cherrieville Park at a cost of about 
$4,000. 
Councilman Benjamin Ochoa and 
Mayor Ray Lepire voted to grant the 
lighting, but their votes were offset 
by Council men Charles Bader and 
Georgia Grove who said that other 
areas of the city needed lights just as 
badly as Cherrieville Park. 
With Councilman Adrian Wright 
absent, the council then voted to hold 
the matter over for consideration 
when a full council is present.

In a dramatic political power play, the San Dimas City 
Council removed three planning commissioners by a 3-2 
vote in the wee hours this morning. 
Councilmen Jam es Lough and Jam es McLean fought in 
vain to stop the removal of Gerald Klein, Robert Sturrock 
and Clyde Bartman as Monday night’s council session 
moved past midnight. Gone was the congeniality and 
spirit of courtesy and cooperation that filled the air on the 
night of installation of new Councilmen Terry Dipple and 
Philip Wax two weeks ago. 
The council members engaged in a verbal bout that in­ 
cluded barbs and accusations of “ Chicago 1920s’' men­ 
tality and political patronage. Members of the audience 
shouted, shook fists and ranted as Dipple and Wax joined 
with newly elected Mayor Marvin Ersher to remove the 
three commissioners. 
The 3-2 vote was typical of most of the important 
agenda items as a power block formed with Ersher, Dip­ 
ple and Wax holding the reins of control. The voting pat­ 
tern represents a drastic change for Ersher who had 
frequently been on the losing end of 4-1 votes since his 
election in 1974. 
The action on the commissioners represents the 
culmination of efforts initiated by Ersher when first 


elected to the council. He failed to get sufficient votes at 
that time to actually remove the planning advisers to the 
City Council. 
During the council members’ comments at the end of a 
long agenda of hearings and protests, McLean reminded 
the audience that “ This is San Dimas 1976, not Chicago 
1920s ” He then objected to councilmen being arbitrarily 
assigned seats by Ersher and spoke of the campaign 
promises by Wax and Dipple for “ honest, candid and open 
government.” 
McLean said that Ersher had approached certain com­ 
missioners on different advisory boards within the city 
and asked that they resign because they did not agree 
with the positions of himself, Dipple and Wax. 
“ There are still five councilmen up here,” McLean 
declared. “ We have always entertained all ethnic groups, 
economic levels and types of people, and those 
representing different opinions. As a councilman, I don’t 
intend to sleep for two years and suddenly wake up and 
think it’s all a dream .” 
Lough echoed McLean’s thoughts, saying that 11 to 12 
commissioners had been asked to resign He accused the 
new mayor and councilmen of political patronage and at­ 
tacked the earlier passage of ordinances prohibiting the 
issuance of building permits and conditional use permits 
for uses inconsistent with the city ’s General Plan He said 
the ordinances were poorly advertised and represented 


“ a shotgun approach,” 
“ If we follow the path of surprise and deception, then 
we’re going to be in very serious problems,” Lough com­ 
mented. “ This sort of thing is going to have to be watched 
very closely. It is the wrong approach to make decisions 
outside of or beyond the eyes of the public. You’re elected 
to serve the people, not to Lord it over the people ” 
“ When the shoe was on the other foot, there was no con­ 


s i d e r a t i o n when one councilman sat here and got his head 
Knocked off 4-1,” retorted Wax. 
He then read a prepared statement, reporting on a re­ 
cent meeting of the Planning Commission. He traced the 
history of the A-Z Transfer Co. at Monte Vista Avenue and 
Railway Avenue, reminding councilmen that the city had 
attempted to have the property owners correct an illegal 
outdoor storage use on the property since early 1974. 
The matter was finally referred to the county District 
Attorney’s Office. The application for the conditional use 
permit in December 1975 was the first attempt by the 
property owners to conform, said Wax 
He accused the commission of approving a metal 
building to conceal the illegal, nonconforming outside 
storage use at its March 17 meeting. 
He labeled this a “ serious and irresponsible breach of 
the public trust” and said that the citizens deserve and 
are entitled to fair representation 
He said it’s time to “ make everyone come through the 


front door and not have a special few sneaking through 
the back door to dictate how things are run in San 
Dimas.” 
Wax then made the motion for removal. Dipple 
seconded it. 
When McLean realized there was no hope to stop the 
removal of the three men, he said “ They've served the 
city well in honest, hard thought decisions. They were just 
trying to keep a businessman in this city from getting 
squashed ” 
Lough said “ This is a forerunner of things to come . , . 
It’s going to be a long, hot two years.” 
City Atty. Norman Oliver pointed out at this point that 
the term of planning commissioners is set by city or­ 
dinance and there is a legal question on whether an ap­ 
pointee can be removed without cause to abort the term. 
Ersher thanked him for his comments and called for the 
vote. 
New commissioners will be appointed on April 1. 
Noting that it is April Fool’s Day and reiterating their 
displeasure. Lugh and McLean refused to participate in 
the appointments decision 
Klein was appointed in August 1972 and his four-year 
term was to expire this year. Bartman, appointed in May 
1974, had two years to serve. Sturrock had three ad­ 
ditional years, with his term not scheduled for expiration 
until August 1979. 


San Mateo Co. aide picked 
as top exec fo r S.B. County 


The assistant administrator for 
San Mateo County has been named 
the new chief administrative officer 
for San Bernardino County. 
County supervisors Monday selec­ 
ted Earl Goodwin, 42, to the $44,000- 
a-year job. He will begin his official 
duties May 1, succeeding Robert 
Covington who is retiring after 29 
years with the county. 
More than 60 persons had applied 
for the position, with supervisors 
interviewing the top seven candi­ 
dates. 
Supervisor Robert Townsend of 
Chino said he supported Goodwin for 
the county’s top position because of 
his experience in economics. 
For the past five years, he has had 
total fiscal responsibility for San Ma­ 
teo County and preceding that he was 
chief fiscal manager for Los Angel­ 
es County, he added. 
“ In our time of financial prob­ 
lems. we need his expertise. He was 
the only one of the final seven candi­ 
dates who had these qualifications,” 
said Townsend. 


In another item , supervisors 
awarded a $101,990 contract to Gotf 
Construction Co. of Upland to con­ 
struct an underground tunnel be­ 
tween the West End Sheriff’s jail and 
the Ontario court complex to pro­ 
vide more security in moving pris­ 
oners 
The tunnel, to be located under the 
court’s parking lot, will measure 
seven feet high, eight feet wide and 
25 0 feet long 
The tunnel will begin at the jail's 
back door and open into an enclosed 
corridor on the court building’s first 
floor. 
The San Bernardino County com­ 
plex is located north of Sixth Street 
and east of Mountain Avenue in On­ 
tario. The sheriff's jail is used by 
sheriff’s deputies, city police and the 
highw ay p a tro l. 
At p re se n t, 
prisoners are walked from the jail 
across an open parking lot into the 
court building 


Before the tunnel is installed, offi­ 
cials plan to pave newly acquired 
property south of Sixth Street for 
vehicle parking. This will minimize 
the effect of cutting a trench across 
the main parking lot for the tunnel, 
said Townsend 
They plan, however, to start work 
within two weeks. The contractor 
will have 150 days to complete the 
project. Supervisors received nine 
bids for the project. These ranged 
from $101,990 to $15 6,630. The county 
had $15 0,000 budgeted. 
The underground prisoners’ tun­ 
nel will be divided by a chainlink 
fence to separate the prisoners from 
their guards, said Townsend. 
The supervisor reported that state 
officials have signed an agreement 
to join the county in establishing a 
sewage interceptor line to serve the 
California Institution for Women, the 
new Prado Regional Park and the El 
Prado Golf Course.

quits: no 
ideas 


Larry Adams, chairman 
of the La Verne Planning 
Commission, resigned his 
position Monday because 
he has “ run out of ideas.” 
The resignation caused a 
cancellation of the com­ 
mission’s next meeting set 
for W ednesday night. 
Members felt that with 
Adams gone and former 
co m m issio n e r M elvin 
Belcher now on the City 
Council, there would be 
difficulty in getting a quor­ 
um. 
Adams has been cm the 
commission since 1969. He 
said that while he enjoyed 
serving for the city, he no 
longer had time to devote 
to commission matters and 
after seven years he has 
run (nit of ideas. 
The council, meanwhile, 
held a special session Mon­ 
day night 
to consider 
appointments to commis­ 
sion vacancies Ten candi­ 
dates are under consider­ 
ation for two vacancies on 
the Planning Commission 
and one each on the 
Commission for Environ­ 
mental Quality and the 
P ark s and R ecreation 
Commission. 
The four appointments 
are expected to be made 
April 5. 


Valley residents may receive free 
assistance with their state income 
tax returns at Pomona City Hall 
beginning Tuesday, April 6.

Pomona firemen given 
pay increase of 10.7% 


The Pomona City Council ap­ 
proved a 10.7 per cent wage increase 
for the city’s firemen Monday night. 
The pay hike, which will take ef­ 
fect April 1. raises the top pay for a 
firefighter to $1,48 5 per month. 
The increase is the final pay raise 
under a three-year contract signed 
by the city and firemen in 18 74. That 
agreement tied the pay for Pomona 


firemen to the pay received by fire­ 
men in Los Angeles. 
The council also took action ap­ 
proving the expanded holiday sched­ 
ule for policemen in the city. The ac­ 
tion officially set the second Friday 
in August as a new holiday for po­ 
licemen under the terms of the 
agreement reached last year be­ 
tween the city and police.

p u b lic sp o o n fe d 


« An American back fro m a so jo u rn abro ad min ces 
n o wo rds in describin g his imp ressio n o f American 
telev isio n . 
“There is scarcely an adjectiv e o f den ig ratio n 
that can n o t be mu stered to assau lt it,” say s Ro bert 
McNeil. “It is triv ial, min dless, blatan t, mawkish, 
v u lg ar, striden t. Yet is is en o rmo u sly su ccessfu l.” 
MacNeil is an cho rman fo r the Pu blic Bro ad­ 
castin g Serv ice (PBS) p ro g ram, the “MacNeil 
Rep o rt.” 
“Netwo rk telev isio n ,” he say s, “is an amazin g 
cu ltu ral p hen o men o n , bin din g to g ether this v ast n a­ 
tio n like n o thin g else, g iv in g ten s o f millio n s o f p eo ­ 
p le at n ig ht a sen se o f shared ex p erien ce an d 
n atio n al co mmu n ity , n o u rishin g its fan tasies, 
man ip u latin g its v ery iden tity as a p eo p le, with n o 
g reater p u rp o se in min d than to sell it mo re 
deo do ran t.” 
Whatev er can be co n triv ed to serv e that p u rp o se 
mo re efficien tly is what p asses fo r en tertain men t 
o n the air, he co n tin u es. The dy n amics o f su ch a 
sy stem req u ire au dien ce m ax im izatio n an d 
p ro g rams desig n ed to ap p eal to the lo west co mmo n 
den o min ato r o f taste. Min o rity tastes, ev en when 
held by millio n s o f p eo p le, “are cav alierly ig n o red” 
— with the ex cep tio n o f the still-fledg lin g PBS. 
As fo r the claim by telev isio n mo g u ls that they 
are o n ly g iv in g the p eo p le what they wan t, this is 
tru e, say s MacNeil, becau se p eo p le are u n aware o f 
what they mig ht wan t if g iv en the cho ice. By co n ­ 
trast, British telev isio n has a lo n g list o f p ro g rams 
n ev er seen in the Un ited States, su ch as o n g arden ­ 
in g , chess, p o o l an tiq u es, creativ e arts an d a mu ch 
wider ran g e o f min o rity sp o rts. 
Well, it has n ev er been easy to defen d the stan ­ 
dards o f American telev isio n , an d it is esp ecially 
difficu lt in lig ht o f cu rren t o fferin g s. Yet there has 
alway s been an elemen t o f sn o bbism o r elitism in 
su ch bro ad-bru shed attacks as MacNeil’s ag ain st 
the mediu m. 
Ev en in this y ear’s so rry seaso n there hav e been 
p ro g rams — p erhap s n o t as man y as there co u ld be 
o r sho u ld be, bu t mo re than a few, n ev ertheless — 
that hav e been in fo rmativ e, en lig hten in g , ev en u p ­ 
liftin g , if a v iewer to o k the tro u ble to search them 
o u t. 
Bu t what critics like MacNeil are actu ally 
o bjectin g to is n o t that the masses are bein g 
sp o o n fed a diet o f en tertain men t by the mediu m bu t 
that the diet is n o t u p to their cu ltiv ated tastes. In a 
way , they are deman din g that they , to o , be 
sp o o n fed aro u n d the clo ck an d be sp ared the n eces­ 
sity o f ex ercisin g a selectiv ity an d discern men t. 
Man y o f these critics, mo reo v er, do n ’t ev en su p ­ 
p o rt the small amo u n t o f p ro g rammin g that aims at 
a cu t abo v e the u su al fare. PBS statio n s, fo r ex am­ 
p le, which dep en d so heav ily o n British p ro du ctio n s 
MacNeil cites as ex amp les o f what telev isio n co u ld 
do , are fo rced to co me ev ery y ear with beg g in g 
bo wl in han d askin g fo r do n atio n s fro m the p u blic. 
As MacNeil p o in ts o u t, when radio first ap p eared 
in the 1920s, in Britain “it was in the n atu ral o rder 
o f thin g s to hav e a decisio n made p atemalistically , 
at the cen ter, fo r the establishmen t’ o f the day to 
feel it kn ew best what was g o o d fo r the masses. Ou t 
o f su ch attitu des g rew the BBC.” 
The Un ited States, fo r better o r wo rse, o p ted fo r a 
fo rm o f marketp lace demo cracy in radio , an d later 
in telev isio n . 
“There is n o do u bt in my min d,” say s MacNeil, 
“abo u t which p eo p le g o t the better deal.” 
He may be rig ht, altho u g h we wo u ld like to hear 
the o p in io n o f the av erag e v iewer in Britain , where 
sin ce 1955 co m mercial telev isio n has been 
restricted to o n e o f the three n atio n al chan n els y et 
seems to be thriv in g an d, as MacNeil himself say s, 
rescu ed the BBC fro m stu ffy co mp lacen cy . 
Perhap s p u blic telev isio n , o r cable telev isio n , o r 
so methin g , may y et rescu e American co mmercial 
telev isio n fro m its o wn co mp lacen cy . It is n o t, 
ho wev er, so methin g that an y o n e can o rdain .

Fo reig n ser­ 
v ice o fficers made it their bu sin ess 
to kn o w who m the co rp o ratio n s were 
dealin g with o n fo reig n so il, in ­ 
fo rmed so u rces swear. Yet fo r the 
reco rd, the State Dep artmen t also 
has den ied an y kn o wledg e o f the 
bribery .

A Bel Air man sio n , v alu ed in 1974 at $393,000 is bein g 
ren ted by the state to a man who se an n u al salary is 
$60,636 at the ridicu lo u s rate o f $218 a mo n th! The sto ry 
behin d this an d simiiarlv lo w ren tals o n 3900 state o wn ed 
residen ces is a classic ex amp le o f ho w en tren ched 
bu reau crats thwart the will o f electiv e o fficials. 
The ho me in q u estio n is o ccu p ied by State Co lleg e 
Chan cello r Glen n S. Du mke. Altho u g h it was a g ift it 
co u ld hav e been so ld an d the p ro ceeds p u t to an 
edu catio n al p u rp o se. So , to o , co u ld fo u r o ther man sio n s 
cu rren tly o ccu p ied by state co lleg e p residen ts. Lo cated at 
Chico . Fresn o , Po mo n a an d San Lu is Obisp o , they ran g e 
in v alu e fro m $7 0,000 to $123,000 bu t the ren ts p aid are as 
lo w as $14 2 a mo n th. 
Other residen ces ren t as lo w as $56 a mo n th. In 1974 the 
State Au dito r Gen eral disclo sed that the state was lo sin g 
mo re than $1.2 millio n an n u ally o n ju st 1,17 0 emp lo y e o c­ 
cu p ied state o wn ed residen ces by its failu re to charg e fair 
market v alu e ren tals. No thin g has sin ce chan g ed. 
Ev en befo re the Au dito r Gen eral’s rep o rt the State 
Bo ard o f Co n tro l had o rdered a su rv ey o f state o wn ed 
residen ces to determin e their v alu es an d p ro p er ren tals. 
This was early in 1973. At that time the ren tals p aid had 
n o t been raised sin ce 1970. The Bo ard determin ed that n o t 
o n ly sho u ld the ren ts be adju sted acco rdin g to co st o f 
Uvf 
in g rises bu t that the basis fo r the ren ts sho u ld be altered. 
The ren ts were then based u p o n size, n u mber o f ro o ms 
an d ag e. 
“What,” asked then bo ard member Vern e Cartwrig ht, 
“has the ag e g o t to do with the v alu e?” He cited as an ex ­ 
amp le the state co lleg e residen ce at San Lu is Obisp o . This 
ten ro o m Sp an ish sty le man sio n wo u ld hav e ren ted fo r 
o n ly $169 a mo n th if it were n ew. Bu t becau se o f its ag e 
the ren t was made ev en lo wer, co mp letely ig n o rin g the 
fact it had teen tho ro u g hly remo deled, mo dern ized an d 
refu rbished in 1973. The Bo ard then o rdered a n ew su rv ey 
with in stru ctio n s the ren t wo u ld be based u p o n fair 
market ren tal v alu es. 
Mean while the Assembly Way s an d Mean s Co mmittee 
in 1974 rejected Du mke’s req u est fo r ho u sin g allo wan ces 
fo r the p residen ts o f 15 stats co lleg es where n o ho mes are 
p ro v ided an d decreed that fu tu re state p o licy wo u ld n o t 
ap p ro v e the fu rn ishin g o f residen ces an d tho se n o w ex ­ 
istin g sho u ld be ren ted at rates matchin g the p riv ate sec­ 
to r. 
After man y fru stratin g delay s by the staff in g atherin g 
data relativ e to the ho mes, the Bo ard fin ally cav ed in an d 
ado p ted, late in 1975 the first adju sted ren tal rates sin ce 
1970. These were still based u p o n ag e o f the ho me an d 
were o n ly slig htly hig her than the p rev io u s ren tals. It was 
ag reed ho wev er that an o ther stu dy wo u ld be made, es­ 
p ecially as it related to the mo re ex p en siv e ho mes Su ch as 
tho se at the co lleg es. 
This mo n th the Bo ard ag ain met o n the issu e, this time 
with all n ew members as a resu lt o f the dep artu re o f 
Go v ern o r Ro n ald Reag an an d Co n tro ller Ho u sto n Flo u r­ 
n o y . They meekly accep ted the staff reco mmen datio n s 
that n o chan g e be made in the ren ts. The staff co n ten ded 
that Du mke didn ’t fu lly u tilize the 10 ro o m two acre esr 
tate with its three car g arag e, swimmin g p o o l, ten ms 
co u rts an d g u est co ttag e an d therefo re sho u ldn ’t hav e to 
p ay fu ll ren tal estimated at mo re than $3,500 a mo n th. 
They said this was also tru e o f o ther emp lo y es liv in g in 
man sio n s. Ov erlo o ked was the fact that main ten an ce 
co sts alo n e fo r the ho mes, p aid by the state, are g reater 
than the ren ts receiv ed fro m the co lleg e o fficials. 
Sen ato r Jo hn A. Nejedly has a differen t v iew an d is 
ready in g a reso lu tio n to co mp el the Bo ard o f Co n tro l to 
lev y fair market ren tals o n all state residen ces He do es 
ex cep t tho se in remo te areas u tilized by sn o w remo v al 
an d fo restry p erso n n el an d similar situ atio n s. 
In the mean time the reco mmen datio n s fo r ju st tho se 
kin ds o f ren ts made by the Jo in t Leg islativ e Au dit Co m­ 
mittee way back in December 1974 co n tin u e ig n o red by 
the bu reau crats as mo re than $20 millio n o f state o wn ed 
residen ces fail to brin g in reaso n able ren ts thu s lo sin g the 
state mo re than a millio n do llars each y ear.

(safely ) u se horse med icine on y ou r d og You wou ld n t 
want to any way , since d ogs can’t become infected by 
horse pinworms, or any other pinworms for that m atter 
The most common cau se of canine posterior problems of 
the itching v ariety , particu larly when the irritation is u n­ 
d er the tail, is related to irritated anal gland s Most often 
a q u ick and simple cleanou t of those gland s is all that’s 
req u ired . When they ’re filled , the pressu re may cau se 
itching. The treatm ent of an infected gland is con­ 
sid erably more inv olv ed Possibly Princess’ problem is 
d u e to some other cau se, ranging from d erm atitis to 
parasites, thou gh those gland s are the nu mber one 
cu lprit. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: Instead of pu tting ou r d inky gold ­ 
fish in the ou tsid e pool this spring, I was thinking of a 
Japanese gold en carp. A friend had one that weighed six 
pou nd s. Was that a rare specimen, or wou ld mine likely 
get that big? I’v e got a big pool, that’s why I want some 
bigger fish. — M C. 


DEAR M.C.: Gold fish d on’t necessarily rem ain 
“d inky ” in an ou tsid e pool. It’s tru e, howev er, they can’t 
compete with a gold en carp in this respect You r friend s 
six -pou nd er is far from a freak.

Balan ce d ie t an d e xe rcise

DEAR DR. LAMB - T hree 
months ago as an inv estment in 
maintaining good healtn and wanting 
to get back in good shape, I began a 
v ery ambitiou s ex ercise and d ieting 
program to lose weight. I am 5-feet-6 
and 39 y ears old . At the time my 
weight was 215, my objectiv e is 150. 
Du ring the first two months I lost 3S 
pou nd s bu t in the past month I hav e 
not lost more than a pou nd or two. I 
can’t believ e it. 
I rid e a bicy cle 20 miles a d ay and 
consu me no more than 1,000 calories 
a d ay with su pplemental v itamins 
and minerals. 
I am fru strated and d emoralized 
How is it possible to ex pend this 
amou nt of energy and not see red u c­ 
tion in weight? Most of the weight I 
wish to lose is in the waist and hips. 
Am I ex pecting too mu ch too soon? 
Can y ou project when I will reach my 
goal at the present rate of ex ercising 
and d ieting? 
DEAR READER — The initial loss 
of ex cess weight is u su ally the 
easiest Ev ery time y ou mov ed 215 
pou nd s it req u ired a lot more energy 
than mov ing 180 pou nd s. When peo­ 
ple begin a d ieting program they 
empty ou t the d igestiv e sy stem and 
they lose flu id . You hav e stabilized 
those problems at this point and y ou r 
present weight loss represents tru e 
loss of pou nd s of fat. 
I am su spiciou s that y ou r d iet isn’t 
v ery good . For a phy sically activ e 
man the d iet shou ld be at least 1500 
calories a d ay . That prov id es for a 
slow, grad u al weight loss. 
You may hav e miscalcu lated y ou r 
calories. Perhaps y ou r serv ings are 
larger than y ou think. You r d aily 


basal metabolism withou t d oing any 
ex ercise at all shou ld resu lt in y ou r 
u sing close to 1500 calories. At that 
rate on a 1,000 calories a d ay d iet y ou 
wou ld lose the calories eq u iv alent to 
one pou nd of bod y fat a week, sitting 
still. 
There are sev eral reasons why a 
person may appear not to lose v ery 
mu ch weight while on a d iet. One of 
these is 
the w ater re te ntion 
phenomenon. As the fat is broken

d own it resu lts in the formation of 
water.

Then there may not be any weight 
loss again for sev eral weeks. TTiis 
plateau ty pe of weight loss is 
characteristic of some people 
Another factor which makes it d if­ 
ficu lt to ju d ge in a person who is ex ­ 
ercising is mu scle growth. The ex er­ 
cise may stimu late y ou to d ev elop 
mu scles which is healthy and good 
for y ou r bod y 
The am ou nt of 
calories in one pou nd of fat is 
eq u iv alent to the calories in fiv e 
pou nd s of lean mu scle tissu e. So y ou 
can start enlarging y ou r mu scles 
while y ou are losing fat and not see 
any appreciable change on the 
scales, what y ou see is in the bod y 
configu ration. 
I wou ld su ggest y ou u se a d iet 
which is well-balanced and prov id es 
y ou enou gh calories not to limit y ou r 
energy lev el. Learn to eat the kind of 
d iet that y ou shou ld eat to maintain 
y ou r weight at 150 pou nd s with y ou r 
lev el of phy sical activ ity . That way it 
will be a lifetime affair for y ou . 
If y ou lose one pou nd a week y ou 
will be d oing great. Ex cesiv ely rapid 
weight loss can lead to other med ical 
problems which y ou wou ld d o well to 
av oid .

Update on birth control 
Most women relying on pill despite reports 


EDITOR’S NOTE - Two 
facto rs might be ratting 
slightly into the po pularity 
o f the pill: the repo rts o f 
po ssible adv erse side ef­ 
f e c t s and the ea sy 
av ailability o f abo rtio n, 
which makes less sure 
metho ds o f birth co ntro l 
mo re acceptable. 


By WARREN E. LEARY 
AP Science Writer 
Recent reports of new 
dang ers link ed to birth con­ 
trol pills have caused con­ 
cern among women and 
prompted a few of them to 
switch to other means of 
contraception, doctors say. 
But the pill remains the 
most popular method by

preg nancy 
“There may be a little 
switching , but it is not 
mark ed,'1 said Dr. Robert 
E. Rog ers, a g ynecolog ist 
and professor at Indiana 
University Medical School 
in Indianapolis. “The pill is 
still their first choice and 
is lik ely to remain so for 
some time.” 
Interviews with 20 doc­ 
tors, including g yneco­ 
log ists and obstetricians, 
and other experts on con­ 
traception reveal that 
women are ask ing more 
questions about the pill and 
showing more interest in 
diaphrag ms and condoms. 
Some doctors said the in­ 
creased availability of 
abortion had made women 
m ore w illing to risk 
preg nancy and therefore 
more willing to switch 
from the pill, which has the 
lowest failure rate of any 
contraceptive. 
There are no statistics 
available on how many 
women use each type of 
contraception. The Food 
and Drug Administration 
estimates, however, that 
10 million women — a little 
more than 10 per cent of 
the country’s total female 


population — tak e birth 
control pills while about 3.2 
m illion use IUDs (in­ 
trauterine devices). 
In recent week s, studies 
in Kentuck y and California 
tied the pills to dramatical­ 
ly increased risk of liver 
tumors — some malig nant 
— in long -time users. At 
the sam e tim e, three 
major drug companies, at 
the FDA’s request, ag reed 
to stop mak ing sequential 
oral contraceptives which 
were link ed to increased 
risk of cancer of the uterus 
lining and blood clotting . 
The FDA estimated that 
sequential pills were used 
by 5 to 10 per cent of the 
women tak ing oral con­ 
traceptives. 
There have been com­ 
plaints about internal 
bleeding , inflam m ation 
and infection in connection 
with the IUD 
Doctors and others say 
publicity about the pill has 
a small impact on its use. 
“The pill has had a hig h 
use since it was invented 
and remains hig h,” said 
Robin Elliott, director of 
information and education 
for the Planned P a r­ 
enthood Federation of 
America. Elliott said that 
pills have accounted for 
between 75 and 80 per cent 
of the contraceptives dis­ 
pensed by Planned Parent­ 
hood in the last five years. 
“ There appear to be 
small variations whenever 
a 
side 
e f f e c t 
g e ts 
publicity,” he said, adding 
that women now are show­ 
ing increased interest in 
diaphrag ms. 
“ In calling around to 
centers, I find there is a 
disting uishable, but slig ht 
trend upward for the 
diaphrag m, 
particularly 
among young er, more 
educated women ... If 
ask ed why, I’d probably 
have to say it was due to 
recent disclosures about 


pills and IUDs.” 
D r. J a m e s Raybin, 
medical director at the 
University of Colorado 
Health Center, has come to 
a similar conclusion. “We 
are seeing some mild back ­ 
ing off on the pill and the 
IUD also, but it’s nothing 
dramatic,” he says. “We 
don't have any fig ures so 
it ’s hard to pin down exact­ 
ly ... The small shift we’ve 
seen comes from both 
medical advice and con­ 
sumer preference.” 
The National Reporting 
System for Family Plann­ 
ing Services, part of the 
National Center for Health 
Statistics, also reported a 
s lig h t t r e n d a m o n g 
young er women toward the 
diaphrag m. Its finding is 
based on statistics cover­ 
ing between two million 
and three million women, 
many of them under 25 and 
many of them poor. 
The system said that in 
1973, 73.1 per cent of the 
women who received con­ 
traceptives from clinics 
and other outlets check ed 
chose the pill as their pri­ 
mary birth control method. 
Just over 15 per cent chose 
the IUD, 3.3 per cent 
pick ed diaphrag ms, 4.3 
per cent used foams and .8 
per cent condoms. 
In 19 74, 78.3 per cent 
chose the pill, 12 per cent 
the IUD, 3 per cent 
diaphrag ms, 4.7 per cent 
foam and 1.3 per cent con­ 
doms. 
Preliminary fig ures for 
1975 show 75.7 per cent 
pick ing the pill, 10.6 per 
cent the IUD, 3.4 per cent 
diaphrag ms and 1.7 per 
cent condoms. 
Several doctors said 
women have become more 
informed about contracep­ 
tion. 
‘'Most women are ask ing 
reasonably intellig ent 
questions about birth con­ 
trol, mostly because there

have been a lot of thing s in 
the media about the 
problems,” said Dr. Paul 
Cochrane of Fitchburg , 
Mass 
“ This has chang ed 
drastically in the last 15 
years, and more so in re­ 
cent years,” Cochrane con­ 
tinues. “They k new almost 
nothing about birth control 
before, but now I’d say 
they’re pretty well in­ 
formed.” 
The doctors also said 
they spend more time ex­ 
plaining birth control. “In 
the past, women would ask 
for the pill and I’d g ive it to 
them,” said Dr. John 
Grover, a g ynecolog ist at 
M assachusetts General 
H o s pi t a l in B o sto n . 
“Studies that revealed side 
effects have made us think 
very carefully now about 
selecting patients for the 
pill. I now acquaint them 
with the side effects and 
let them k now if the pill is 
for them.” 
Elliott said Planned 
Parenthood mak es “every 
effort to provide the latest 
information. 
“For instance, a recent 
study said women over 40 
had increased risk of heart 
attac k with the pill. 
Because the data wasn’t in, 
we didn't tell women this 
six months ag o, but we 
sure do tell them now. If 
we didn’t, they’d certainly 
ask .” 


Neither the American 
Medical Association, the 
American Colleg e of 
Obstetrics and Gyne­ 
colog y nor the Academy of 
Family Physicians has 
g uidelines on what doctors 
should tell patients about 
contraception. 
Dr. William Barclay, 
senior AMA vice president, 
said that physicians are 
presumed to 
have suf­ 
ficient k nowledg e to mak e 
their own decisions on 
what to tell patients about 
birth control. 
The FDA has proposed 
new labeling for pills and 
IUDs, the contraceptives 
re q uir in g a do c to r 's 
prescription. The labeling 
would require that patients 
g et written information on 
the effectiveness, side ef­ 
fects and proper use of 
each contraceptive. 
“The freedom to choose 
a contraceptive is every 
woman’s rig ht,” says FDA 
Commissioner Alexander 
M. 
S c h m idt. 
“ This 
freedom cannot exist, 
how ever, unless the 
woman herself can weig h 
the comparative benefits 
and risk s ... and thus be 
properly informed to 
decide with her physician 
the best choice for her.'' 
Some patients consider­ 
ing switching from the pill 
to less sure methods of 
birth control ask about 
abortion. 


“ Availablility of abor­ 
tion has g iven women the 
freedom of using other 
methods of contraception 
and they ask about it,” said 
Grover. “They may not 
lik e the choice, but at least 
they k now they have abor­ 
tion to fall back on if they 
don’t want a child.” 
In Indianapolis, Rog ers 
ag reed. “Patients g oing to 
less effective methods are 
ask ing for reassurance on 
the availability of abortion 


in case of failure.” he said. 
Lynn Heidelberg , direc­ 
to r of the F e m in is t 
Women’s Health Center in 
Los Ang eles, reported in­ 
creased popularity 
of 
diaphrag ms and added: 
“One aspect of deciding is 
the attitude toward abor­ 
tion.” 
Contraceptive manufac­ 
turers declined to g ive 
specific production fig ures.
